Global shortage of water predicted

ROME, Italy (AP) - Experts at the 


World Food Conference warn that the 
next global crisis will be a water short- 
age, and it may already have begun. 


Four water-short nations — India. 


Egypt. Bangladesh and Pakistan - 
have introduced a resolution asking in- 
ternational organizations and the more 
affluent countries to provide S2 billion to 
S4 billion a year over the next decade to 
find new sources of water and improve 
conservation of the water already avail- 
able. 


"The water potential is by no means 


unlimited," says Lester Brown, a U.S. 
economist and adviser to the U.N.-spon- 
sored conference. "In the near future 
the lack of fresh water rather than of 
land may be the principal constraint on 


efforts to expand world food output." 


Some experts believe that the confer- 


ence's goal of increased world food pro- 
duction would decrease already de- 
pleted water supplies, especially in 
areas where it is needed most. 


As in the case of food, rich countries 


have been accused of extravagant use of 
water. Critics point to figures showing 
that residents of Florida use 40 times as 
much water as people in Bengal. 


The U.N. Food and Agriculture Orga- 


nization figures that global demand for 
fresh water will increase by 240 per cent 
by the end of this decade. 


"The irrigation potential of most of 


the world's, major rivers — the Nile, 
Yellow, Indus, Ganges and Colorado — 


has largely been realized," Brown said 
in an interview. 


He said that rather than increasing 


food production, which would step up 
the consumption of water, countries that 
have plenty of food should eat less. 


Brown expressed belief that disputes 


over water could lead t - international 
conflicts and said a world water confer- 
ence should be held within five years. 


Another food expert noted that rain- 


fall in North America may be affected if 
the Soviet Union goes ahead with a proj- 
ect to alter the course of some rivers 
that flow into the Arctic. The expert said 
this could produce changes in the cli- 
mate. 


Meanwhile, oil-exporting countries 


proposed setting up a fund to develop 


food production in needy countries. Con- 
ference sources said the oil countries set 
no figure for the proposed investment 
fund and made their participation in the 
plan contingent on the participation of 
the industrialized countries. 


However, conference officials consid- 


ered the proposal a major break- 
through. The United States has been in- 
sisting it is time that the oil exporters, 
with their vast new income and their 
inability to spend much of it, should 
take on a goodly share of the cost of feed- 
ing the world's hungry. 


U.S. spokesman Edwin Martin 


termed the proposal interesting but said 
his delegation could make no commit- 
ment until it got approval from Wash- 
ington.

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Nelson criticizes 
renegotiated deal 
on Nixon tapes 


WASHINGTON (AP) - A new agree- 


ment giving_the special Watergate pros- 
ecutor ready access to tapes and docu- 
ments of the Nixon administration is 
"totally inadequate," says Sen. Gaylord 
Nelson, D-Wis. 
- Nelson, author of Senate-passed legis- 
lation that would retain government 
custody of the materials, said Monday 
night the agreement doesn't provide 
adequate access to the American people. 


"This is very limited," Nelson said of 


the agreement, which would not negate 
Nixon's property claim, nor make the 
materials immediately available to any- 
one but the prosecutor.

Sugar boycott 
being planned 


LOS ANGELES (AP) - Organizers of 


last year's nationwide meat boycott 
have announced plans for a partial boy- 
cott of sugar in an effort to drive down 
prices. 


Arline Mathews of American Con- 


sumers Together urged consumers not 
to buy sugar products on Tuesdays and 
Thursdays for the next several months. 
She also asked consumers not to buy 
sacks of sugar during the first seven 
days of December and January, al- 
though sugar products could be pur- 
chased during those periods. 


"Our hope is consumers everywhere 


will cooperate in a venture that will 
profit them price-wise and health- 
wise," she said at a news conference 
Monday. 


The price for five pounds of sugar has 


risen in the last year from 79 cents, to 
$2.20 or more last week. Some retail offi- 
cials say they expect the price to climb 
over $3 a bag in the near future. 


"We have heard that the price of 


sugar may double again before it levels 
off," she said. "What we want to do. is 
let speculators know — those investing 
in the futures market — that they are 
mistaken in investing in sugar. Sugar is 
not gold." 


Richey would prohibit delivery of the 
materials to Nixon until the prosecutor 
is satisfied they are not needed in his in- 
vestigation.

to examine a tape or document, if Nixon 
was not cooperative. 


Nixon's Washington attorney, Herbert 


J. Miller Jr., urged in papers filed Mon- 
day that the original agreement be up- 
held in its entirety. 


He criticized the new pact as "depriv- 


ing Mr. Nixon of any opportunity what- 
soever to protect the presidential privi- 
lege of confidentiality." 


Richey, who already has barred ship- 


ment of the material pending the resolu- 
tion of civil suits before him, must ap- 
prove the new pact before it becomes 
effective.

Supermarket profits 
slim, retailer claims 


WASHINGTON (AP) - Retail food 


profits of the nation's supermarket 
chains amount to "eight cents a week 
for the average American family," Clar- 
ence G. Adamy, president of the Na- 
tional Association of Food Chains, said 
today. 


Defending the supermarket industry 


against criticism of retail price spreads, 
Adamy told a news conference the an- 
swer to what he described as "these ir- 
rationally high prices of today" would 
be a coordinated attack on costs. 


He said "profits are a dry well" for 


those seeking ways to reduce retail food 
prices. 


Adamy, whose organization repre- 


sents about 200 supermarket chains, 
said the responsibility for food inflation 
rests in inefficiencies induced by, in or- 
der, government regulation, labor con- 
tracts and management. 


Government figures have shown dra- 


matic increases in wholesale and retail 
prices but declining farm prices. Con- 
sumer groups contend those figures 
mean the middleman, such as food store 
chains, are making up the difference 
with higher profits. 


"Food chains do make profits, but not 


as much as we historically make and not 
as much to make the technological im- 
provements you should be demanding," 
Adamy said. 


He said supermarket chain profits are 


now running at about 56 hundreds of a 
per cent of sales, compared to 0.49 per 
cent a year ago. He said they should go 
to 0.75 per cent next year. 


The Agriculture Department, the sta- 


tistics of which are regularly challenged 
by Adamy, puts the historical level of 
supermarket profits at one per cent of 
sales. 


Adamy also said that ongoing investi- 


gations by the Justice Department and 
the Federal Trade Commission into an- 
ticompetitive practices in the food in- 
dustry are instigated by sore competi- 
tive losers, are "stupid" and are being 
done by "simplistic people looking for a 
simplistic answer in a fruitless arena." 


Agriculture Department statistics — 


the principal target of the food chains in 
counterattacking adverse publicity for 
them — show that retail food prices now 
are averaging 15 per cent above prices 
of the first nine months of 1973. 


A full So per cent of that increase has 


been caused by hikes in the amount of 
the food dollar middlemen take, accord- 
ing to the statistics. 


That amount, called the farm-retail 


price spread or margin, often is taken to 
mean middlemen's profits. However, it 
includes both profits and what the mid- 
dlemen themselves must pay for labor, 
transportation, processing equipment 
and all the expenses of any business. 


Over the long term, "profits in food 


retailing have been coming back to their 
normal levels after three disappointing 
years," says Don Paarlberg, the depart- 
ment's top economist. 


Some middlemen sectors have ex- 


ceeded normal profit levels, he says. 


A Wall Street Journal survey at the 


end of October showed profits for the 15 
largest publicly owned food chains up 
115 per cent over a year ago, but several 
chain executives have pointed out that 
the percentage was not expressed in re- 
lation to sales volume. 


In relation to sales volume, profits 


would show at a normal .level or slightly 
below, says Donald Perkins, chairman 
of the Jewel Co.

NEW YORK (AP) - The New York 


police maintained an extraordinary 
security screen around the Waldorf As- 
toria Hotel and United Nations head- 
quarters following the arrival of the 
vanguard of guerrilla chietain Yasir 
Arafat's Palestinian delegation. 


Arafat, the head of the Palestine Lib- 


eration Organization, was expected to 
arrive today and to speak Wednesday at 
the start of the U.N. General Assem- 
bly's Palestine debate. Meanwhile, 16 
members of his delegation arrived Mon- 
day and 10 more were reported trav- 
eling with Arafat. 


Because of New York's large Jewish 


population and Jewish anger over the 
murder of Israeli citizens by Palesti- 
nian terrorists, the police said they were 
providing the Palestinians with the 
tightest security web in the city's his- 
tory. 


There were heavy police cordons 


around the hotel and U.N. headquar- 
ters, police lines between the two points, 
and large uniformed escorts to accom- 
pany the Palestinians back and forth. 
Police sharpshooters were positioned on 
rooftops near the hotel and the U.N. 


Arafat heads 
for New York 


CAIRO, Egypt (AP) - Guerilla leader 


Yasir Arafat left Cairo today for New 
York to appear before the U.N. General 
Assembly, a Palestinian source said. 


He said Arafat flew to Tripoli, Libya, 


in a special plane and would go to Al- 
geria, but he did not elaborate on the 
travel plans for security reasons. 


It was not known which Arab govern- 


ment provided the plane. 


Arafat, head of the Palestine Liber- 


ation Organization, held a last-minute 
strategy meeting this morning with 
Egyptian Foreign Minister Ismail 
Fahmy, the source said. 


The guerrilla leader arrived in Cairo 


on Monday from Damascus to pick up a 
visa issued the day before by the U.S. 
Embassy. 


A 
Cairo 
newspaper 
said 


there was a possibility that Arafat 
would stay in the U.N. headquarters 
building in New York and not at the 
Waldorf Astoria Hotel where the rest of 
the PLO delegation is stavine. 


building. Coast Guard cutters and po- 
lice launches patrolled the East River 
alongside the U.N. headquarters. Police 
helicopters hovered overhead. 


But a spokesman for the ultra-mili- 


tant Jewish Defense League told a news 
conference Monday night: "We have 
trained men who will make sure that 
Arafat and his lieutenants do not leave 
New York alive." 


Asked to explain his remark, the 


spokesman said, "We are ready to as- 
sassinate Arafat. This has been care- 
fully planned. Nobody's going to get 
hurt except Mr. Arafat, unless some- 
body gets too close to him." 


As he spoke there was a .38caliber re- 


volver on the table in front of him. 


Several hundred pro-Israeli demon- 


strators mobbed the entrance to the 
Waldorf Towers as the first group of Pa- 
lestinians arrived there Monday. 
Twenty-five others invaded the main 
lobby of the hotel, carrying a large Is- 
raeli flag and chanting, "The Waldorf is 
housing murderers and terrorists." 
They were evicted. 


At U.N. headquarters Monday, 31 


members of Betar, a Jewish group, 
handcuffed themselves to the main gate 
and burned an effigy of Arafat. Police 
arrested them and charged them with 
disorderly conduct. 


The U.N. headquarters was closed to 


the public, and only persons with per- 
manent passes were admitted. Officials 
said that on Wednesday, when the Pal- 
estine debate begins, everyone would be 
subject to body searches in the area of 
the General Assembly except delegates 
and members of the U.N. secretariat. 


The security precautions were the 


most stringent at the U.N. since the ap- 
pearance there in 1960 of Nikita Khrush- 
chev, Fidel Castro and other world lead- 
ers. 


The U. N. delegations from the 20 


Arab countries were meeting today to 
devise a resolution to be voted on by the 
General Assembly at the end of the Pal- 
estine debate, which is to last two 
weeks. Syrian Foreign Minister Abdel 
Halim Khaddam said the resolution 
would be "in accordance with the deci- 
sions of the Rabat summit meeting." 


Meeting in the Moroccan capital last 


month, the Arab leaders designated the 
PLO as the government of a future Pa- 
lestinian state on the West Bank of the 
Jordan River and the Gaza Strip. 


Ford withdraws Gibson nomination 


WASHINGTON (AP) - 
President 


Ford agreed today to abandon Andrew 
E. Gibson as his choice to be federal 
energy administrator but promised to 
appoint him "to another responsible po- 
sition in government" if FBI checks 
raise no obstacles. 


In a letter to Gibson, who asked that 


his appointment be withdrawn because 
of controversy over his $880,000 sev- 
erance agreement with Philadelphia's 
Interstate Oil Transport Co., Ford said 
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he intends to announce a new nominee 
for the Federal Energy Administration 
post very soon. 


In a rather bizarre development, 


Press Secretary Ron Nessen said White 
House staff chief Donald Rumsfeld "has 
volunteered to take the blame" for Gib- 
son's selection, even though Nessen con- 
tended Rumsfeld knew nothing at the 
time about Gibson's 10-year agreement 
with the Philadelphia firm. 


At a news briefing, Nessen also an- 


nounced that Ford has decided to go 
along with a controversial decision of 
the Nixon administration to force the 
resignation of Barbara M. Watson as ad- 
ministrator of the State Department's 
Bureau of Security and Consular Af- 
fairs. 


The White House spokesman said Buf- 


falo lawyer Leonard F. Walentynowicz 
would be nominated to succeed Watson. 
Walentynowicz also had been the choice 
of resigned President Richard M. Nixon 


for the post. 


Gibson's selection to head the FEA 


has become controversial because of his 
connections with Interstate Oil Trans- 
port Co., a Philadelphia oil-barge and 
tanker company. 


In 1972, the Federal Maritime Admin- 


istration granted a $90.6 million subsidy 
to a tankerbuilding venture which ben- 
efitted Interstate Oil. Gibson was mari- 
time administrator at the time and the 
subsidy was signed by his deputy, Rob- 
ert J. Blackwell. Six months later Gib- 
son became president of Interstate. 


While he held that job, Interstate ap- 


plied for a new $107.6 million subsidy 
from Blackwell, who had moved up to 
maritime administrator. 


Gibson left Interstate last May with a 


guarantee of $1 million for his services 
of only 14 months, and Interstate got its 
second subsidy last July. 


Gibson's series of connections with 


the government and Interstate report- 


edly led Sen. Henry M. Jackson, U- 
Wash., to write Ford requesting the re- 
sults of a routine FBI investigation into 
Gibson's background. 


Jackson is chairman of the Senate In- 


terior Committee, which passes on the 
FEA nominee, and 
congressional 


sources said Gibson's nomination was in 
serious trouble even though it had not 
yet been formally sent to the Senate. 


Gibson met hastily with White House 


aides twice last Friday and again Mon- 
day, and Interior Secretary Rogers C.B. 
Morton, the President's top energy aide, 
was summoned to a meeting with Ford 
Monday morning and later declined to 
talk about it publicly. 


But administration sources said Gib- 


son has asked the President to withdraw 
his nomination to head the FEA. 


One source said Gibson wanted a 


chance to seek Senate confirmation for 
another government job and might be 
offered one. 


Federal fund impoundment challenged 


WASHINGTON (AP) - The cities of 


New York and Detroit and an environ- 
mental group are trying to persuade the 
Supreme Court that former President 
Richard M. Nixon exceeded his powers 
in impounding funds voted by Congress. 


The cases, which were to be argued 


today, involve challenges to the im- 
poundment of $9 billion of federal funds 
authorized for sewage treatment plants. 


The cases are the first to reach the Su- 


preme Court out of several in which 
lower federal courts ruled against the 
Nixon administration's impoundment 
policies. 


Those policies aroused strong criti- 


cism in Congress during Nixon's presi- 
dency and were mentioned, although not 
formally proposed, as possible grounds 
for impeachment. 


Earlier this year, Congress passed 


legislation forbidding a president from 


withholding funds without first obtain- 
ing congressional authority. 


In signing the act on July 12, Nixon 


said he hoped its provisions "will be 
simplified if the requirements imposed 
by them prove to be restrictive." 


President Ford has asked for congres- 


sional authority under the act several 
times and has not indicated he thinks it 
is too restrictive. 


The new law does not affect the im- 


poundment of the sewage treatment 
funds or other impoundments made be- 
fore it was enacted. 


With respect to these, the court has 


been told in a brief, "the harm has al- 
ready been done ... and can only be rec- 
tified by judicial decision." 


In a bill passed over Nixon's veto, 


Congress authorized $18 billion for 
grants for local waste treatment plants 
in fiscal years 1973 through 1975. Nixon 
directed the Environmental Protection 


Agency to allot only $9 billion to the 
states. 


The two cities argue that the adminis- 


tration had no authority to withhold al- 
lotments once the funds had been voted 
by Congress. 


Campaign Clean Water, a Virginia en- 


vironmental group, concedes some such 
authority but argues that "Congress did 
not override a presidential veto in order 
to permit the (EPA) administrator to 
defeat administratively that which the 
executive had been unable to defeat leg- 
islatively." 


Government attorneys contend that 


Congress intended that the adminis- 
tration to be able to withhold the funds. 


They cite a statement made during 


congressional debate by Ford, then the 
House Republican leader, that "the lan- 
guage is not a mandatory requirement 
for full obligation and expenditure up to 
the authorization figure."

Sports women go from bake sales to half the pie 


EDITOR'S NOTE: A revolution is 


brewing in college athletics. The women 
have joined up, and there's nothing the 
mem can do about it. The government 
has stepped in with a law called Title IX, 
and to hear some tell it, the day of big- 
time college athletics is either over or on 
the way out. Here is the first of a five- 
part series on the role of women, who 
are going from "bake sales to half the 
pie."

WASHINGTON (AP) - 
When it 


comes to college athletes, women have 
always been good sporu 


The men had their training tables; the 


women had their bake sales. The men 
traveled in jumbo jets; the women 
drove Volkswagen buses. The men be- 
came campus heroes on Saturday; the 
women cheered them on. 


The history of collegiate sports re- 


flects that men have been handed their 
programs, facilities and equipment on 
silver platters. The women polished 
them. 


But those days appear just about over 


because of a law which says: 


"No person in the United States shall 


be excluded from participation in, be 
denied the benefit of, or be subjected to 
discrimination under any education pro- 
gram or activity receiving federal finan- 
cial assistance..." 


The law is Title IX of the 1972 Educa- 


tion Act, and it means that any high 
school or college receiving any federal 
funding for any reason risks losing that 
money if it does not provide equal ath- 
letic opportunity for women. 


To some, that means major univer- 


sities will have to spend millions they 
don't have on women's athletics; to oth- 
ers, it means an end to big-time college 
athletics. For all, it will mean some new 
emphasis on women's athletics, and, 
very possibly, less money for men. 


Title IX already has meant new ath- 


letic scholarships and new money for 
women's sports at the collegiate level. 
When all the changes occur, the face of 
collegiate sports may be changed for- 
ever. 


What is abundantly clear in Title IX is 


that universities must provide teams, 
coaches, facilities and some scholarship 
aid to women who wish to participate in 
competitive sports. Whether the women 
have the same athletic skills as the men 
is irrelevant; equal opportunity must be 
provided. 


It would seem that in complying with 


Title IX colleges have three choices: (1) 
Pay for the increased women's pro- 
grams by cutting funds in other areas of 
the university, (2) Pay for them by cut- 
ting spending for men's athletics, or (3) 
Find more money somewhere. 


Whatever happens, new money for 


women won't always be provided will- 
ingly. 


Some athletic directors view Title IX 


the same way they would a sand trap, or 
next Saturday's opponent. It's the 
enemy. Some women view it as their 
best friend since the 19th Amendment 
gave them the right to vote. 


But to the Department of Health, Edu- 


cation and Welfare, the federal agency 
that will make certain there is no sexual 
discrimination in college athletics, Title 
IX is Public Law 92318. It is part of the 
1972 Education Act passed by Congress, 
and it is a legal ticket for women seek- 
ing equality and new dollars from col- 
lege sports programs. 


And it must be enforced. Which is 


where HEW comes in. 


"We didn't initiate this law," says 


Lou Mathis, director of public affairs in 
HEW's civil rights division. "That was 
done by women's pressure groups to 
Congress. 


"But now the NCAA end all the ath- 


letic directors are saying we're trying to 
destroy college athletics. Well, we're 
not. All, we're doing is enforcing the 
law. That's our job as spelled out by the 
Constitution. Why don't they attack the 
Constitution?" 


The reputations of Thomas Jefferson, 


James Madison and friends are secure. 
The law is digestible; it's HEW's inter- 
pretation that the NCAA can't stomach. 


When HEW made public its tentative 


Title IX enforcement regulations last 
June, the public was given until Oct. 15 
to voice an opinion. In early October, the 
NCAA's poison pen letter, a 26-page 
statement, was dropped on HEW's 
doorstep. To put it mildly, the NCAA 
doesn't care for the tentative regu- 
lations. 


What those regulations say, in effect, 


is that the nation's colleges must find 
thousands of new dollars for women's 
athletics, and that is the NCAA's objec- 
tion. It claimed in its statement to HEW 
that the regulations written last June 
were patently deficient and that they 
showed an "appalling lack" of knowl- 
edge about college athletics. 


Basically, those June regulations re- 


quire that all schools receiving federal 
funds "must treat their admitted stu- 
dents without discrimination on the 
basis of sex." If students compete to get 
on a team, "athletics may be provided 
through separate teams for males and 
females, or through a single team open 
to both sexes." 


If separate teams are offered, Title IX 


says a college does not necessarily have 
to spend the same amount of money for 
the women as it does the men. But it also 
says that they "may not discriminate on 
the basis of sex in provision of necessary 
equipment or supplies, or in any other 
way." 


Us 


And, here again, the colleges scream 


foul, claiming that what this law really 
says is that if they spend $1 million for a 
men's football team, they may have to 
spend $1 million for women. And they 
say they don't have that kind of money. 


Furthermore, Title IX's tentative 


regulations say that where one sex- 
meaning female—has been discrimi- 
nated against in the past, "an institu- 
tion must make affirmative efforts to in- 
form members of that sex of the 
availability of equal opportunities and 
to provide support and training to en- 
able them to participate." 


That last statement also means they 


must take steps to correct past abuses, 
and again some colleges believe this is 
another regulation which will require 
them to take money out of men's pro- 
grams and give it to women. 


The NCAA statement said the Title IX 


regulations were illegally far-reaching, 
claiming that no athletic program ac- 
tually received federal funds. 


"It's true that there are no athletic 


programs, at least to my knowledge, 
that are federally financed," says Gwen 
Gregory, the HEW lawyer chiefly re- 
sponsible for Title IX regulations. 
"However, the athletic program is part 
of the schools' over-all program. 


"Any discrimination in the athletic 


program would infect the entire under- 
graduate student program. You can't 
separate them. I think it is clear that if 
there is discrimination against a stu- 
dent in athletics ...it effects anything 
else that student is involved in." 


The major concern of the NCAA and 


the athletic directors is money. 


"I feel the HEW requirements will 


force a lot of schools to cut back on ath- 
letic budgets," says Bngham Young 
University's athletic director Stan 
Watts. "It's a great concern here at 
BYU. I hope Congress will take a good 
hard look at this and exclude football 
and basketball from the requirements. 


"It would really put us in a financial 


bind if we were required to give equal 
opportunities to women." 


Football and basketball, the revenue 


producing sports that fund most 
schools' entire athletic program, have 
not been excluded from Title IX. 


Gregory said those two sports were 


not exempted because they were no 
different than any other scholastic pro- 
gram. The universities can pump 
money into football and basketball as 
long as they do it in a non-discrimina- 
tory manner. 


"We are not trying to destroy athlet- 


ics," she said. "We are just saying you 
can't discriminate. We are not requir- 
ing equal expenditures; we are requir- 
ing equal opportunities." 


The new regulations are expected to 


reach President Ford's desk in Janu-

ary, and regardless of how they look, the 
price tag for wom.sn's sports will rise. 
According to some athletic depart- 
ments, that will close down their shops. 


The regulations "would put an eco- 


nomic burden on universities that could 
lead to the dismantling of their inter- 
collegiate athletic programs for both 
men and women," said Edward J. Bol- 
mg, president of the University of Ten- 
nessee. 


"We can't allow any school to dis- 


criminate against members of minor- 
ities or against women or against men 
for the reason it costs too much to not 
discriminate," says Gregory. 


One answer to the shortage of funds 


caused by more money for women might 
be to knock out the men's non revenue- 
producing sports. 


"Maybe the major sports like football 


and basketball will remain," says 
Gregory, "but the minor sports like 
swimming, track and baseball will just 
go by the boards. And that would be a 
shame." 


In May of this year, the Big Sky Con- 


ference, claiming economic difficulties, 
eliminated five intercollegiate sports- 
golf, skiing, tennis, swimming and 
baseball. These are among the sports in 
which women would be most likely to 
compete. 


There are some athletic directors who 


see Title IX as a chance to cut back on 
sports programs that are spiraling out 
of control in both cost and effort because 
they have to keep up with the Joneses. 


"It doesn't bother me at all that 


money is being taken away from the 
men," says Elroy Hirsch, athletic direc- 
tor at the University of Wisconsin. "If 
everybody does it, then it wouldn't hurt 
anyone. As long as there is equality 
within the conference, that is fine." 


"If every college had to cut back,"

Dr. G. C. Thosfeson 
Parkinson's trembling 
not always pronounced 


Dear DT. "Thosteson: Do all people 


with Parkinson's disease tremble and 
shake? My husband. 63, doesn't 
tremble, only falls backward as he loses 
his balance. He had polio when he was 
small and his right foot turns inward 
when he walks. Would his falling be 
Parkinson's or just from polio? He lakes 
medicine (or Parkinson's, which the 
doctor said he had after tests. 


He has worked hard all his life. Should 


he be working with electric saws? When 
he runs the lawnmower and pulls it 
backward, he usually falls down. If he 
carries anything and steps backward, 
he usually loses his balance. — C.W.S. 


Most Parkinson's patients ha%'e a 


tremor — a "pill-rolling" movement of 
the fingers is commonplace. There may 
be a nodding of the head. Loss of bal- 
ance — forward or backward — is char- 
acteristic. 


But there is no law of nature that re- 


quires all patients to have exactly the 
same combination of prime symptoms. 1 
dare say. if you watch carefully, you will 
find that your husband does have some 
tremor or movement or shaking, but it 
could be less obvious than his balance 
trouble. Indeed, his medication may be 
suppressing some of his symptoms, but 
not all. 


After all. you have a hospital diag- 


nosis that he has Parkinson's. 


Whether his foot, turned from the 


polio, adds to his balance trouble is a 
good question. I would guess that it 
probably does have some bearing. But I 
would discard the idea that the polio is 
the whole cause. It doesn't cause Park- 
inson's disease! 


One thing I feel quite strongly about: 


With his muscle rigidity and lack of 
coordination (which causes his loss of

balance) I decidedly do not think it safe 
for him to deal with electrical tools or a 
power-driven lawnmower. Accidents 
can happen with such tools under the 
best of circumstances. With loss of bal- 
ance and a fall in the wrong direction, 
the consequences could be disastrous. 


Dear Dr. Thosteson: My friend told 


me that colored toilet paper is supposed 
to be bad for a woman to use. How can 
this be true? Why would they put it out if 
it is supposed to be bad? If so. what is in 
it that is harmful? — D.S. 


"Supposed to be bad?" Who's doing 


the supposing? The only problem I've 
ever heard of is that for some people — a 
minority — the dyestuff can cause an al- 
lergic reaction. Itching or irritation, 
that is. If you don't suffer from that, 
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don't worry about it. If you do have some stages, when treatment can do the most 
itching, then switch to white paper. 
good. 


Dear Dr. Thosteson: In an article 


about glaucoma, you advised or warned 
about the necessity of eyedrops for the 
disease, but you failed to say special 
eyedrops prescribed by a physician. 
You do not realize that some readers can 
be so ignorant as not to know that spe- 
cial eyedrops are needed, so perhaps 
you could mention it. — D.C.J. 


I'll take your word for it. But how 


would such people know they had glau- 
coma starting without going to a doctor? 
In that case the doctor would tell them 
what to use. The important point is that 
people should be tested. Seldom, if 
ever, is glaucoma recognized by the 
patient while it is still in its early

That's one of the things you have to 


watch out for if you have acne — style 
your hair so it does not hang down over 
skin areas that have a tendency to pro- 
duce pimples.

Kaukauna might aid bus line, others unsure of costs

Kaukauna said it might participate if a need was shown, 


the Appleton Transit Commission was ready to take the lead 
and Neenah, Menasha, Combined Locks and Little Chute 
seemed unsure about the costs involved in an intercity bus 
transportation system for the Fox Cities area. 


Representatives of these municipalities met Monday 


night with state transit people at the invitation of the East- 
Central Wisconsin Regional Planning Commission to open 
the lines of communication about the possibility of an inter- 
city bus system that would qualify for state" and federal 
money. Officials of other area municipalities had been in- 
vited but some indicated they would be unable to attend. 


The meeting was prompted by the almost certain aban- 


donment of Kaukauna-to-Appleton bus service by the Kau- 


kauna Bus Service and the possibility that Fox River Bus 
Lines. Inc.. may have to give up its runs from Appleton to 
Kimberly and Neenah-Menasha. A Public Service Commis- 
sion hearing at 9 a.m. Thursday will hear the petition for 
abandonment of the Kaukauna service. 


Kaukauna Mayor Robert La Plante. who in the past had 


appeared to reject the idea of his city's providing any funds 
for bus service, said Kaukauna might join an intercity serv- 
ice if a need was shown and if other communities along the 
route would also participate. 


"But we would have to wait until the area transit study is 


made. If we don't have a need, we won't do it. Since the an- 
nouncement that the Kaukauna Bus Service would halt oper- 
ations, I have had four phone calls and two letters, and two of 
the calls were from people out of our city. 


"If the need is shown, then Kaukauna would participate if 


other cities along the route would agree. Certainly, there 
are some people being hurt. I was amazed at the figures 
(presented earlier by the East-Central staff and Gloria 
Kuepper of Fox River Bus Lines. Inc.) that many of the bus 
riders are workers and not shoppers." 


Thilmany Pulp and Paper Co. employs about 1.700 work-

Boettcher defends schools' 
alcohol, drug abuse policy

Answering specific complaints from 


parents made last month, Jerome Boett- 
cher, director of operations, said Mon- 
day night the, Appleton public schools 
were administering their drug and al- 
cohol abuse policy properly, but would 
beef up their awareness and training 
program for teachers. 


Boettcher made the report, announc- 


ing the plans for more in-service train- 
ing for teachers on identifying and re- 
porting unusual behavior 
(possible 


drug or alcohol related) among students 
at the request of the board of education. 


The question of drug and alcohol 


abuse by students and the school's re- 
sponsibility to make parents aware of it 
came to the surface again last month 
• when a group of parents from a self-help 
organization called "Parents with Prob- 
lems" criticized the schools for failing 
to administer its policy. 


The parents cited specific examples in 


which they contended they weren't con- 
tacted when their youngsters were in- 
volved in drug or absence problems. 
And they contended that teachers ten- 
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ded to turn their heads when a possible 
drug or alcohol abuse problem became 
evident in a student in their classes. 


They said the parents needed the co- 


operation of teachers and school offi- 
cials to learn of the problem their 
youngster had. And then the parent had 
the responsibility to take over, they 
said. 


Boettcher said the administration had 


investigated the four specific allega- 
tions made by parents Oct. 28, and that 
only one of the four showed the schools 
had slipped up. In that case, a parent 
wasn't informed when his son was re- 
moved from the West High track team 


last spring because of abuse of alcohol. 
Boettcher said the illness of an adminis- 
trator disrupted the informing proce- 
dure. 


On the woman whose daughter was

Neither Steiger nor Froehlich could 


be reached today to give his views on the 
veto, which Common Cause said it ex- 
pects to come up shortly after Congress 
convenes in lame duck session next 
Monday. 


None of Wisconsin's other seven con- 


gressmen is on the list. 


Common Cause, a spokesman re- 


vealed, has not contacted the two con- 
gressmen. 


Rather, the spokesman said, Steiger 


and Froehlich are the only Republican 
members of Wisconsin's House delega- 
tion who voted to override former Presi- 
dent Nixon's veto of the War Powers 
Act. 


"This is the same kind of institutional 


question," the spokesman said. The or- 
ganization will conduct a "head count" 
of congressmen Wednesday to deter- 
mine more accurately where members 
stand on the information act veto, the 
spokesman said. 


The War Powers Act was an effort by 


Congress to reinforce its power to re- 
voke a president's decision to send 
troops into a foreign country. The Free- 
dom of Information Act amendments, 
which were sent to President Ford on 
Oct. 7, would attempt to loosen the grip 
of the executive branch upon various 
types of government documents. 


Ford declared in his veto message 


Oct. 17 that he believes the bill would 
cut too deeply into executive branch au- 
thority to keep military and diplomatic 
secrets, would weaken confidentiality of 
FBI and other investigative law enforce- 
ment materials and would allow too 
little time for agencies to respond to in- 
formation requests and appeals. 


Common Cause argues that the bill 


"plugs loopholes in the law that govern- 
ment bureaucrats have used to withhold 
public information from reporters and

Planners take dim view 
of rezoning 'islands' 


The Appleton Plan Commission and 


Planner Jack Hetu took a dim view of 
rezoning land brought into the city in 
five town islands so that businesses al- 
ready there could enlarge or rebuild. 


The commission rezoned part of one of 


the town island parcels, owned by Anita 
Rubin 
at the southeast corner of Glen- 


dale Avenue and Ballard Road, from 
single family residential to heavy indus- 
trial (M-2). 


It then heard from other property 


owners in annexed town islands who are 
asking the city to rezone them to cate- 
gories they held when they were in sur- 
rounding towns. 


James Baer, owner of Baer Printing, 


1800 E. Northland Ave., said failure to 
rezone him would prevent him from ex- 
panding in the future. 


Under state law, all annexed land 


comes into the city as single-family resi- 
dential. It must be rezoned by the coun- 
cil. 


Hetu said Baer's property should not 


be rezoned because it lies near the de- 
veloping Langedyke Park and would not 
fit in with that development. 


Plan 
commissioners 
sympathized 


with Baer's plight, however, and said 
without rezoning he might be able to le- 
gally expand his printing operation into 
an upstairs now used as a residence, 


Baer said that would take care of his 


expansion needs for the foreseeable fu- 
ture, but that he could someday want to 
expand further. Expansion or the re- 
building of property that is being used 
as a nonconforming use — such as 
Baer's commercial property would be in 
a zone categorized as residential — is 
prohibited. 


Aid. Walter Kalata (2nd), a frequent 


proponent of city annexations, said city 
failure to grant the annexed property 
owners the right to expand businesses 
they had built up before being annexed 
might discourage people from wanting 
to annex in the future.

Others at Monday's informal meeting 


with the plan commission were Leon

Inn. Both are located in the 1900 block of 
E. John Street in another area annexed 
as a town island by the city earlier this 
year. 


Both asked the commission to rezone 


them. 


The commission agreed to start rezon- 


ing action for them any time they re- 
quested it. None of them made a formal 
request Monday. 


"This'll be another battle," said 


Thompson, 
recalling the battle over 


zoning along John Street several years 
ago, when the city opposed a successful 
county move to rezone the land for the 
tavern and drive-in. 


The annexation of the five town is- 


lands in January followed signature of a 
new state law which allowed the city to 
unilaterally annex town islands within 
its borders. 


The Rubin property that was rezoned 


lies adjacent to the city's Northeast In- 
dustrial Park and could be a future in- 
dustrial development site.

OSHKOSH — The Winnebago County 


board, by a vote of 35-6, adopted the 1975 
budget Monday night and established a 
tax rate of $3.68 per Sr.OOO equalized 
value, a reduction of 11.5 per cent. 


In explaining his budget, County Ex- 


ecutive Orrin King pointed out that de- 
spite an increase of more than $5 million 
in expenditures, the amount of local tax 
money needed to finance 1975 operations 
"is down by about $400,000. 


"We are raising fewer dollars and 


spreading i: over a larger tax base," 
King said. 


The only board challenge to the 


budget came from Supv. James Greiner 
who suggested "this is a reduction, but 
it is not a lower budget. The expendi- 
tures are up more than 30 per cent and I 
don't see how anyone in good conscience 
can vote for it. 


"Don't be swayed by a lower tax 


rate," Greiner urged. "This budget is 
inflationary and it's things like this that 
help to increase the rate of inflation," he 
said. 


Although the tax base has grown to 


nearly $1.4 billion, the new state 
exemption for industrial machinery and 
equipment took some $122 off the ta- 
xable property list. The state plans to 
pay the county some $450,000 to make up 
for the loss, but this will decline at a 
rate of 10 per cent per year. 


The industrial exemption was chal- 


lenged by Walter Chrapla, Neenah, who 
suggested that industry had had enough 
breaks and he urged the county not to 
provide the $24,700 it had appropriated 
for industrial promotion.

Some members of Congress and some 


State Department officials have grum- 
bled that Kissinger, writing the sce- 
nario, has placed himself at center 
stage despite his often-stated philoso- 
phy that no one person can shape the na- 
tion's relations with other countries. 


As Kissinger began his one-man show 


to seek a Middle East peace last year, 
one member of Congress said: 


"Kissinger told us he wanted to be- 


come secretary and hold on to his White 
House job (advising the President) in 
order to institutionalize foreign policy. 
He's done just the opposite, he's person- 
alized it." 


But Kissinger, addressing the Ameri- ' 


can Foreign Service Association, a 
union of foreign service officers, said 
Monday: 


"Without the foreign service we will

shooting incident. 


A man jumped out of a car at the 


Paramount Coal Co. mine in Wise 
County, Va.. Owens said, tore down pi- 
cket signs and fired a shot into the 
ground near one picket. The picketer 
was a member of a local non UMW labor 
group who was demonstrating in sup- 
port of the UMW. Owens said. 


He said the man then jumped back 


into his car. fired a second shot which 
struck his own car. and fled. There were 
no injuries. 


In West Virginia, pickets closed down 


one operation which the UMW had 
pledged to keep open. Pickets stopped 
52 recovery crew members from enter- 
ing Consolidation Coal Co.'s No. JTmine 
at.Farmmgton where 78 miners were 
killed in an explosion six years ago. 
Crews have been working six days a 
week there to rehabilitate the mine'and 
recover the bodies of miners still 
buried. 


The strike began at 12:01 a.m. today 


with the expiration of the UMW's three- 
year contract with the Bituminous Coal 
Operators Association. Contract nego- 
tiations were continuing in Washington. 


It was raining Monday night in Beck- 


ley, heart of the West Virginia coal 
fields. Stores were open, but the streets 
were deserted. 


"This strike may last a lot longer than 


most people think," said miner Paul 
Runyon. sitting in a tavern at Eskdale in 
the late evening. "It could last as long 
as two months."

'•WASHINGTON (AP) - Higher mail 


rates have been proposed by the Civil 
Aeronautics Board to provide more rev- 
enue for financially troubled Pan Amer- 
ican Airways and Trans World Airlines. 


The CAB tentatively concluded Mon- 


day that most transAUantic mail rates 
should be increased about 27 per cent, 
trans-Pacific rates 15 per cent and Latin 
American rates 50 per cent. 


The agency said the increases would 


boost Pan American's annual revenues 
by $11.5 million, while providing an ad- 
ditional $5 million-a-year for TWA. 


Last September the CAB turned down 


Pan Am's request for a $10.2 million-a- 
month federal subsidy, but agreed to 
help the carrier in other ways, including 
raising mail rates. TWA also was turned 
down by the CAB when it asked for fed- 
eral subsidies. It did not specify 
amounts in its request. 


The new rates set by the board in a 3-2 


vote would be retroactive to March S, 
197-4 and would include a 13.36 per cent 
fuel surcharge that the board had ap- 
proved earlier. The board's proposal 
came in a show cause order directing in- 
terested parties to show why the new 
temporary rates should not go into ef- 
fect. 


It gave eight days for objections to be 


raised. 


Currently the airlines receive 32 cents 


per ton mil'e for transAtlantic first class 
mail. 2S.S cents for trans-Pacific mail 
and 32.5 cents for Latin American mail. 
Under the new rates they would receive 
•40.6 cents to fly first class mail across 
the Atlantic. 33.1 cents on the Pacific 
routes and -4S.6 cents to Latin America.

Onassis was unavailable for comment. 


MIAMI (AP) — The parents of a 21- 


year-old woman who has been in a coma 
for more than a year say they'll fight a 
trespassing suit filed by officials trying 
to have her evicted from a hospital. 


"This girl is fighting for her life," Ir- 


win Seaman said of his daughter Ronda, 
who suffered extensive brain damage in 
a June 1973 traffic accident. "And when 
someone fights for her life, .she needs 
every edge she can get." 


Officials of Doctors' Hospital have 


filed a Dade Circuit Court suit asking 
the court to enjoin the "continuing tres- 
pass" of Miss Seaman. 


Seaman said he believes his daughter 


has a better chance of recovery while re- 
ceiving hospital care. 


Martin Haber, the Seamans' lawyer, 


said the crime charged is a misdemea- 
nor.

Seaman and his wife, Adele, 
have run up $65,000 in medical bills 
Mormons promise no 
discrimination against 
blacks in Scouting 


SALT LAKE CITY (AP) - The Mor- 


mon church, whose doctrine bans 
blacks from its priesthood, has prom- 
ised that racial discrimination will not 
be practiced in church-sponsored Bov 
Scout troops. 


The church's assurance led Wednes- 


day to the dismissal of a federal court 
suit against the Boy Scouts of America, 
many of whose troops in this area are 
sponsored by the Mormon church. 


Lawyers for the National Association 


for the Advancement of Colored People • 
and two black scouts who filed the suit 
in July agreed that allegedly discri- 
minatory practices and policies have 
been discontinued and are "not likelv to 
resume." 


The suit had been brought by Charles 


Jones and Bert Thomas, who were mem- 
bers of Utah troops sponsored by the 
Mormons. They contended the troops re- 
served top scout leadership posts for 
members of the Mormon priesthood ef- 
fectively banning blacks because the 
church bans blacks from the priesthood. 


The 3.3 million-member church, the 


third largest sponsor of scout troops in 
the country, was not named in the suit. 
But its policy of reserving top scout 
leadership posts for priesthood bearers 
and its position on blacks were at the 
root of the action.

Pruxmire said he will introduce legis- 


lation next year to stop what he called 
the "rip off" of credit life, health and 
accident insurance. 


Most of the overcharges are pocketed 


by finance companies, auto dealers and 
other creditors in the form of kickbacks 
from the insurers, Proxmire asserted. 


Proxmire said his overcharge esti- 


mate is based on a formula which as- 
sumes that credit life insurance com- 
panies should pay back 70 per cent of 
their premiums in the form of policy 
benefits. 
. 


He said Spectator Magazine, an insur- 


ance trade publication, indicates that 
while 10 insurance companies paid ben- 
efits equal to 70 per cent of their pre- 
miums, the average of other company 
payouts was 48.2 per cent in 1973. On 
this basis, the magazine calculated a 
S617 million overcharge in 1973 and a 
$513 million overcharge in 1972. 


"The insurance is ostensibly written 


for the benefit of a consumer who bor- 


rows money or buys on the installment*' 
plan," Proxmire said. "In reality the in- 
surance benefits the creditor by paying", 
off the loan if the consumer dies or be--- 
comes disabled. Nonetheless, the con-" 
sumer is required to pay the entire pre-T~ 
mium, which is often double or triple - 
what it should be.

"If I had to populate an asylum with 


people certified insane, I'd just pick 'em 
from all those who claim to understand 
inflation." A smart-alecky crack from 
one of today's smart-alecky university 
economists? No. It was Will Rogers, 
America's beloved humorist, who in a 
much simpler age long ago, came up 
with that almost incredibly up-to-the- 
minute observation. And I suppose that 
with Rogers's warning ringing in my 
'ears, I should now subside. 


But I'm too serious a commentator on 


economists to default on even an at- 
tempt at explanations for this wretched 
era. So herewith —first with the 
"simple" answers and then with the 
truly fundamental causes of today's 
nightmare of slumpflation. 


Nature has been against us 


Crop disasters, bad weather, droughts 


the world over have clearly played an 
enormous part in sending food prices 
soaring in recent years. Nature itself 
has been against us in restricting the 
supply of vital foodstuffs. Shortages of 
other crucial raw materials also have 
developed. The Arab oil boycott, the 
quadrupling of oil prices in one year, the 
resulting spiral in prices for all forms of 
energy are obvious forces. The success- 
ive devaluations of the U.S. dollar to a 
point where our dollar sank in 1973 to 
among the world's most undervalued 
currencies expanded our exports but 
they also sharply boosted the costs of 
our imports— and since the exports in- 
cluded huge amounts of agricultural 
products and the imports raised prices 
of many goods essential to us, the de- 
valuations hardly helped the U.S. con- 
sumer. 


At the same time, while crops and 


other raw materials have been re- 
stricted and prices of energy have been 
skyrocketing, there has bee'n an explo- 
sion of demands for foodstuffs and all 
types of goods and services throughout 
the world. As our economic expansions 
in the post-World War II period were fed 
by massive U.S. government spending 
and easy credit, so expansions else- 
where were fed by similar spending and 
credit policies. By extraordinary coinci- 
dence, the upturns ran into each other 
and into the limits of world resources in 
1973. It was beyond the capacity of indi- 
vidual nations to produce enough to sat- 
isfy billions of new customers clam- 
oring for the first time in history to 
move up the scale of living standards set 
by the U.S. 


Decade of reckless spending 


Beyond question, all these have been 


great factors. But most fundamental is 
the fact that we are finally reaping the 


economic whirlwind,of decades of reck- 
less spending straining even our mag- 
nificent resources and technology. 


The excesses began with World War II 


and reached a first peril point in the 
creation of the Marshall Plan—an un- 
precedented gesture of generosity and 
enlightened self-interest via which, in 
the 1950s, we poured tens of billions of 
dollars into the economic streams of our 
war devastated allies (and enemies). 
That spending alone turned our war- 
swollen balance of payments surpluses 
into an annual chain of balance of pay- 
ments deficits. 


They reached a second peril point in 


the mid-1960s, when President Johnson 
would not admit that Vietnam was a war 
and thus refused to insist on raising rev- 
enues sufficient to finance i't. Our bal- 
ance of payments plunged into an ocean 
of red ink. 


They reached a third peril point when 


President Nixon failed to stick to any 
anti-inflation programs and instead 
went on a wild inflation spree in 1972 to 
assure his reelection. 


And then came Watergate 


And our excesses reached a fourth 


peril point when Watergate over- 
whelmed the White House and paral- 
yzed U.S. economic policy for the pro- 
longed and critical period of 1973-mid- 
1974. 


Of course there are many other expla- 


nations. To name just two'more: many 
prices have been increased in response 
to costly anti-pollution steps; we are 
suffering too from price-fixing and 
price-raising rigidities built into our 
economic structure by now obsolete de- 
pression-oriented policies. 


There can be no quick and easy an- 


swers-not with this background. Econ- 
omies as complex as ours cannot be 
turned on a dime, and in defense of 
President Ford, he inherited a terrible 
economic legacy when he took over from 
Nixon in August. To remind you: the in- 
flation rate was at 12 per cent, double 
the rate when Nixon came in; the prime 
rate that banks charge to their top cus- 
tomers was also at 12 per cent against 7 
per cent in 1969; the federal budget was 
at $305 billion, nearly two-thirds larger 
than spending in the year ending June 
30,1969. And we were already into a re- 
cession, the second that will be forever 
tagged to Nixon's aborted tenure.

Minnesota, with a fat, 3-game lead,

The Vikings reaffirmed last night that 
as long as there's a fumble to be picked 
up or a pass to be picked off, they're go- 
ing to be in the thick of the title chase. 
St. Louis has only a 1-game edge over 
the Redskins, but its helpful schedule 
(no top-echelon foes remaining) should 
see the Cards into the playoffs. 


The majority of Packer fans in the 


Valley have grumbled from time to time 
about the awarding of three games a 
year to Milwaukee. From a perform- 
ance standpoint, the Packers are lucky 
to be playing that many games at 
County Stadium. In the post-Lombard! 
era, the Packers have posted a 13-6-2 
record at their "home away from 
home."

Mean- 
while, at a Lambeau Field, where the 
Packers were once practically invin- 
cible, they've sputtered to an 11-15-1 
record in the last seven seasons.

This kind of a differ- 
ence is a mystery indeed. The caliber of 
opposition has been comparable at the 
two sites, since the Packers book one or 
two heavyweight foes in Milwaukee each 
season. 


So, after Sunday's win over the Bears, 


the Pack is 3-0 in Milwaukee and 1-5 at 
all the other sites. If there's one combi- 
nation that can't miss for the Packers, 
it's playing in Milwaukee and having 
the benefit of a long punt return. Green 
Bay wasn't about to let the Rams off the 
hook after Jon Staggers had lugged one 
all the way back, and the exciting Steve 
Odom return against the Bears also 
proved the turning point. It again 
proved that even though Odom is af- 
flicted with fumble-itis on occasion, he 
is too much of a threat to keep sidelined. 


Neither the wretched playing condi- 


tions nor the relatively low caliber of the 
opposition was conducive to providing 
an accurate test of John Hadl's passing 
and leadership qualities. That test will 
almost surely be provided Sunday by 
the Vikings in Minnesota. Even though 
the offensive machinery still betrayed 
its characteristic "bugs," the Packers 
did end a losing streak and, hopefully, 
the win has increased the team's confi- 
dence in Hadl. 


Unless all current indications are mis- 
leading, "Lawrence should thrive in 
'75." With their 7-2 record, the Ron Rob- 
erts-coached Vikings came closer to 
championship status than at any time 
since the unbeaten days of '67. Since 
only a few players will be lost via gradu- 
ation, the future looms bright. 


On the major-college front, the "upset 


weekend" left in its wake a lot of happy 
underdogs and red faces. The red faces 
belong to "bowl" committees, which in 
their haste to pluck gridiron plums, 
came up with some bad apples. Some 
teams, which hadn't thoroughly proven 
themselves as bowl material, stumbled 
last weekend after having safely been 
signed. As a result, a number of bowls 
will feature 3-, 4- and 5-time losers. 


The biggest stunner was Michigan 


State's victory over an Ohio State pow- 
.erhouse that some experts had (a bit 
prematurely) termed the best in Big 10 
history. (Of course, students of history 
weren't too shocked, because MSU has 
made quite a habit of beating favored 
Buckeye teams). Woody Hayes was true 
to form- — that is, in defeat, he again 
proved to be a disciple of non-sports- 
manship. Though one can't condone 
Hayes' actions, he might have a point in 
complaining about the way the final sec- 
onds of the game were handled. 


If films bear out that some MSU 


players forcibly detained some Buck- 
eyes from getting back to the line and 
getting a final play started, it would be a 
lousy display of ethics. There seems to 
be a gray area in the rules as to how 
much time a reluctant defense should 
have to get back into position, so that the 
offense doesn't have to waste precious 
seconds. The time lapse (and clock stop- 
page) should be a matter .of precise de- 
termination within specific rules rather 
than guesswork by the officials. 


Though OSU is no longer the odds-on 


favorite for the Rose Bowl assingment, 
the Buckeyes could still make it with a 
win over Michigan and a favorai 'e vote 
from member schools. Either way, a 
new version of last year's controvery is 
likely unless the Wolverines win the 
Nov. 23 showdown.

Argentina wants back British Falkland Islands

BUENOS AIRES. Argentina (AP) - 


The .Falkland Islands, the bleak South 
Atlantic home of 2,000 hearty settlers 
and 300 times that many sheep, are 
again exciting Argentine nationalists. 


Argentina says British seamen stole 


the islands in 1832 and it is high time 
they were returned. 


Britain says that may well be but she 


is not leaving without the consent of the 
islanders, who still rise and weep to 
"God Save the Queen". 


"Thieves and cynics" read an 


enormous front-page" headline in the 
popular Buenos Aires daily Cronica last 
week over an editorial demanding con- 


trol over the islands, called the Mal- 
vinas here. 


The issue heated up again late last 


month when Britain told the United na- 
tions General Assembly it would not 
give up its colony, 300 miles from Ar- 
gentina, without a referendum. 


Argentine Foreign Minister Alberto J. 


Vignes restated Argentina's case: They 
were talking about the islands, not the 
people, and a plebiscite now would be 
140 years too late. 


Since then, Cronica and other news- 


papers . have carried repeated state- 
ments from Argentine legislators and 
other leaders whose views go so far as to 
call for immediate occupation. 


Cronica printed a cartoon showing a 


schoolboy.at a map saying, "This is Ar- 
gentina which has islands governed by 
pirates." It ran a second of a father tell- 
ing his son. "Forget electronics, study 
how to be a pirate who steals islands 
while seeming like a gentleman." 


At stake is a short string of islands, al- 


together the size of Connecticut, with 
hills and peat bogs whipped by icy an- 
tarctic winds. Until lately, their only 
contact with the world was a ship every 
three months and a cable link to Lon- 
don. 
On recent visit, Associated Press Cor- 


respondent Robert D. Ohman found 
Falklanders living a hard but tranquil 
life with four pubs, no movie houses and 
a lot of signs saying "Keep the Fal- 


klands British." 


The islands are ruled by a crown-ap- 


pointed governor and locally elected of- 
ficials. 


The residents are practically all of 


British origin, whose ancestors arrived 
after Britain took the islands as a coal- 
ing station for the long sail around 
nearby Cape Horn. 


Only a few Argentina gauchos peopled 


the islands before then, but Argentina 
kept a governor and a small garrison 
which it says the British expelled. 


Every year since, Agentina has re- 


peated claims of sovereignty. Argentina 
and Britain have had four formal nego- 
tiations over the Falklands sovereignty. 
The last was in London in April 1973. 


Argentine Foreign Ministry sources 


privately hold out little hope for an 
abrupt change, but the national policy 
has been to slowly exert commercial, 
cultural and social influence on the is- 
lands. 


Under a 1971 agreement, the two coun- 


tries have a permanent consultative 
committee in Buenos Aires, with repre- 
sentatives in Port Stanley, the Falk- 
lands' capital, to handle routine mat- 
ters. The Argentines built a metal strip 
runway in 1972, and the Argentine air 
force operates a weekly flight between 
the Patagonian city of Comodoro Riv- 
adavia and Port Sta'nley. 


The state oil company supplies the 


colony with fuel. 


Thirty island children are studying in 


Argentina on scholarships. Young men 


, 


.from the Falkland's'ncTionger fear they 
will be drafted iathe Agentine armyV'if 
they set foot here. 


Joint accords make travel easier and 


eliminate tax disputes. A dozen Argeni 
tine officers and civil servants live'perr 
manently in the Falklands, and the is- 
landers often shop here. 


Not all Argentines want the archi- 


pelago back. 


"We've got enough problems with the 


territory we already have," said one.1 


"Who needs another headache?"

Global shortage of water predicted 


ROME. Italy (AP) - Exports at the 


World Food Conference warn that the 
next global crisis will be a water short- 
age, and it may already have begun. 


Four water-short nations — India. 


Egypt. Bangladesh and Pakistan — 
have introduced a resolution asking in- 
ternational organizations and the more 
affluent countries to provide 52 billion to 
$4 billion a year over the next decade to 
find new sources of water and improve 
conservation of the water alreadv avail- 
able. 


"The water potential is by no means 


unlimited." says Lester Brown, a U.S. 
economist and adviser to the U N.-spon- 
sored conference. "In the near future 
the lack of fresh water rather than of 
land may be the principal constraint on 


effort's to expand world fo-xJ output " 


Some experts believe thst the confer- 


ence's goal of increased world food pro- 
duction would decrease already de- 
pleted water supplies, especially in 
areas where it is needed most. 


As in the case of food, rich countries 


have been accused of extravagant use of 
water. Critics point to figures showing 
that residents of Florida use 40 times as 
much water as people in Bengal. 


The U.N. Food and Agriculture Orga- 


nization figures that global demand for 
fresh water will increase by 240 per cent 
by the end of this decade. " 


"The irrigation potential of most of 


the world's major rivers — the Nile. 
Yellow. Indus. Ganges and Colorado — 


has largely been realized." Brown 
in an interview. 


He said that rather than increasing 


food production, which would step up 
the consumption of water, countries that 
have plenty of food should eat less. 


Brown expressed belief that disputes 


over water could lead to international 
conflicts and said a world water confer- 
ence should be held within five years. 


Another food expert noted that rain- 


fall in North America may be affected if 
the Soviet Union goes ahead with a proj- 
ect to alter the course of some rivers 
that flow into the Arctic. The expert said 
this could produce changes in the cli- 
mate. 


Meanwhile, oil-exporting countries 


proposed setting up a fund to develop 


food production in needy countries. Con- 
ference sources said the"oil countries set 
no figure for the proposed investment 
fund and made their participation in the 
plan contingent on the participation of 
the industrialized countries. 


However, conference officials consid- 


ered the proposal a major break- 
through. The United States has been in- 
sisting it is time that the oil exporters, 
with their vast new income and their 
inability to spend much of it, should 
take on a goodly share of the cost of feed- 
ing the world's hungry. 


U.S. spokesman 
Edwin Martin 


termed the proposal interesting but said 
his delegation could make no commit- 
ment until it got approval from Wash- 
ington. 


Amateur at everything, 
Plimpton fails plane test

utes behind schedule.

Nelson criticizes 
renegotiated deal 
on Nixon tapes 


WASHINGTON (AP) - A new agree- 


ment giving the special Watergate pros- 
ecutor ready access to tapes and docu- 
ments of the Nixon administration is 
"totally inadequate," says Sen. Gaylord 
Nelson. D-Wis. 


Nelson, author of Senate-passed legis- 


lation that would retain government 
custody of the materials, said Monday 
night the agreement doesn't provide 
adequate access to the American people. 


"This is very limited." Nelson said of 


the agreement, which would not negate 
Nixon's property claim, nor make the 
materials immediately available to any- 
one but the prosecutor. 


The proposed agreement submitted 


Monday to District Judge Charles R. 
Sugar boycott 
being planned 


LOS ANGELES (AP) - Organizers of 


last year's nationwide meat boycott 
have announced plans for a partial boy- 
cott of sugar in an effort to drive down 
prices. 


Arline Mathews of American Con- 


sumers Together urged consumers not 
to buy sugar products on Tuesdays and 
Thursdays for the next several months. 
She also asked consumers not to buy 
sacks of sugar during the first seven 
days of December and January, al- 
though sugar products could be" pur- 
chased during those periods. 


"Our hope is consumers everywhere 


will cooperate in a venture that will 
profit 
them price-wise and health- 


wise," she said at a news conference 
Monday. 


The price for five pounds of sugar has 


risen in the last year from 79 cents to 
$2.20 or more last week. Some retail offi- 
cials say they expect the price to climb 
over $3 a bag in the near future. 


"We have heard that the price of 


sugar may double again before it levels 
off," she said. "What we want to do is 
let speculators know - those im-esting 
in the futures market - that they are 
mistaken in investing 11 sugar Sugar is 
not gold." 


Richey would prohibit delivery of the 
materials to Nixon until the prosecutor 
is satisfied they are not needed in his in- 
vestigation.

The agreement was signed over the

ice and the General Services Adminis- 
tration and Special Prosecutor Henry S. 
Ruth Jr. 


It is intended to supersede a written 


understanding announced when Ford 
pardoned Nixon. That pact provided 
that the materials were to be forwarded 
quickly to the former president in Cali- 
fornia. 


The original understanding also 


would have forced the prosecutor to re- 
sort to court action any time he wanted 
to examine a tape or document, if Nixon 
was not cooperative. 


Nixon's Washington attorney, Herbert 


J. Miller Jr., urged in papers filed Mon- 
day that the original agreement be up- 
held in its entirety. 


He criticized the new pact as "depriv- 


ing Mr. Nixon of any opportunity what- 
soever to protect the presidential privi- 
lege of confidentiality." 


Richey, who already has barred ship- 


ment of the material pending the resolu- 
tion of civil suits before him, must ap- 
prove the new pact before it becomes 
effective. 


Meanwhile, Nelson and four other 


members of Congress filed a brief Mon- 
day in U.S. District Court urging that a 
temporary order barring shipment of 
the items be continued until Congress 
has completed action on legislation.

Supermarket profits 
slim, retailer claims 


WASHINGTON (AP) - 
Retail food 


profits of the nation's supermarket 
chains amount to "eight cents a week 
for the average American family." Clar- 
ence G. Adamy, president of the Na- 
tional Association of Food Chains, said 
today. 


Defending the supermarket industry 


against criticism of retail price spreads". 
Adamy told a news conference the an- 
swer to what he described as "these ir- 
rationally high prices of today" would 
be a coordinated attack on cost's. 


He said "profits are a dry well" for 


those seeking ways to reduce retail food 
prices. 


Adamy, whose organization repre- 


sents about 200 supermarket chains, 
said ihe responsibility for food inflation 
rests in inefficiencies induced by. m or- 
der, government regulation. labor con- 
tracts and management. 


Government figures have shown dra- 


matic increases in wholesale and retail 
prices but declining farm prices. Con- 
sumer groups contend those figures 
mean the middleman, such as food store 
chains, are making up the difference 
with higher profits. 


"Food chains do make profits, but not 


as much as we historically make and not 
as much to make the technological im- 
provements you should be demanding," 
Adamy said. 


He said supermarket chain profits are 


now running at about 56 hundreds of a 
per cent of sales, compared to 0.49 per 
cent a year ago. He said they should go 
to 0.75 per cent next year. 


The Agriculture Department, the sta- 


tistics of which are regularly challenged 
by Adamy. puts the historical level of 
supermarket profits at one per cent of 
sales. 


Adamy also said that ongoing investi- 


gations by the Justice Department and 
the Federal Trade Commission into an- 
ticompetitive practices in the food in- 
dustry are instigated by sore competi- 
tive losers, are "stupid" and are being 
done by "simplistic people looking for a 
simplistic answer in a fruitless arena." 


Agriculture Department statistics — 


the principal target of the food chains in 
counterattacking adverse publicity for 
them — show that retail food prices now 
are averaging 15 per cent above prices 
of the first nine months of 1973. 


A full SO per cent of that increase has 


been caused by hikes in the amount of 
the food dollar middlemen take, accord- 
ing to the statistics 


That amount, called the farm-retail 


price spread or margin, often is taken to 
mean middlemen's profits. However, it 
includes both profits and what the mid- 
dlemen themselves must pay for labor, 
transportation, processing "equipment 
and all the expenses of any business. 


Over the long term, "profits in food 


retailing have been coming back to their 
normal levels after three disappointing 
years," says Don Paarlberg. the depart- 
ment's top economist. 


Some middlemen sectors have ex- 


ceeded normal profit levels, he says 


A Wall Street Journal survey at the 


end of October showed profits for the 15 
largest publicly owned food chains up 
115 per cent over a year ago, but several 
chain executives have pointed out that 
the percentage was not expressed in re- 
lation to sales volume. 


In relation to sales volume, profits 


would show at a normal level or slightly 
below, says Donald Perkins, chairman 
of the Jewel Co.

Arafat, the head of the Palestine Lib- 


eration Organization, was expected to 
arrive today and to speak Wednesday at 
the start of the U.N. General Assem- 
bly's Palestine debate. Meanwhile, 16 
members of his delegation arrived Mon- 
day and 10 more were reported trav- 
eling with Arafat. 


Because of New York's large Jewish 


population and Jewish anger over the 
murder of Israeli citizens by Palesti- 
nian terrorists, the police said they were 
providing the Palestinians with the 
tightest security web in the city's his- 
tory. 


There were heavy police cordons 


around the hotel and U.N. headquar- 
ters, police lines between the two points, 
and large uniformed escorts to accom- 
pany the Palestinians back and forth. 
Police sharpshooters were positioned on 
rooftops near the hotel and the U.N. 


Arafat heads 
for New York 


.CAIRO, Egypt (AP) - Guerilla leader 


Yasir Arafat left Cairo today for New 
York to appear before the U.N. General 
Assembly, a Palestinian source said. 


He said Arafat flew to Tripoli, Libya, 


in a special plane and would go to Al- 
geria, but he did not elaborate on the 
travel plans for security reasons. 


It was not known which Arab govern- 


ment provided the plane. 


Arafat, head of the Palestine Liber- 


ation Organization, held a last-minute 
strategy meeting this morning with 
Egyptian Foreign Minister 'Ismail 
Fahmy, the source said. 


The guerrilla leader arrived in Cairo 


on Monday from Damascus to pick up a 
visa issued the day before by the U.S. 
Embassy.

there was a possibility that Arafat 
would stay in the U.N. headquarters 
building in New York and not at the 
Waldorf Astoria Hotel where the rest of 
the PLO delegation is staving.

Police 
helicopters hovered overhead. 


But a spokesman for the ultra-mili- 


tant Jewish Defense League told a news

spokesman said, "We are ready to as- 
sassinate Arafat.

Several hundred pro-Israeli demon-

Twenty-five others invaded the main 
lobby of the hotel, carrying a large Is- 
raeli flag and chanting, "The Waldorf is 
housing murderers and terrorists."

At U.N. headquarters Monday, 3L 


members of Betar, a Jewish group,- 
handcuffed themselves to the main gate 
and burned an effigy of Arafat. Police 
arrested them and charged them with 
disorderly conduct.

Gibson might not seek energy post 


WASHINGTON (AP) - Andrew E. 


Gibson was expected to withdraw under 
fire as President Ford's candidate to 
head the Federal Energy Adminis- 
tration, but may be offered a different 
government post, administration 
sources said. 


Gibson's selection to head the FEA 


has become controversial because of his 
connections with Interstate Oil Trans- 
port Co., a Philadelphia oil-barge and 
tanker company. 


In 1972, the Federal Maritime Admin- 
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istration granted a $90.6 million subsidy 
to a tankerbuilding venture which ben- 
efitted Interstate Oil. Gibson was mari- 
time administrator at the time and the 
subsidy was signed by his deputy, Rob- 
ert J. Blackwell. Six months later Gib- 
son became president of Interstate. 


While he held that job, Interstate ap- 


plied for a new $107.6 million subsidy 
from Blackwell, who had moved up to 
maritime administrator. 


Gibson left Interstate last May with a 


guarantee of $1 million for his services 
of only 14 months, and Interstate got its 
second subsidy last July. 


Gibson's series of connections with 


the government and Interstate report- 
edly led Sen. Henry M. Jackson, D- 
Wash., to write Ford requesting the re- 
sults of a routine FBI investigation into 
Gibson's background. 


Jackson is chairman of the Senate In- 


tenor Committee, which passes on the 


FEA nominee, and congressional 
sources said Gibson's nomination was in 
serious trouble even though it had not 
yet been formally sent to the Senate. 


Gibson met hastily with White House 


aides twice last Friday and again Mon- 
day, and Interior Secretary Rogers C.B. 
Morton, the President's top energy aide, 
was summoned to a meeting with Ford 
Monday morning and later declined to 
talk about it publicly. 


But administration sources said Gib- 


son has asked the President to withdraw 
his nomination to head the FEA. 


One source said Gibson wanted a 


chance to seek Senate confirmation for 
another government job and might be 
offered one. 


This source said Gibson wanted an op- 


portunity to show through the confirma- 
tion process that his million-dollar sev- 
erance agreement with Interstate did 
not create a conflict of interest that 
would bar him from federal services. 


Congressional sources said Interstate 


was to pay Gibson $120,000 as his salary 
for 14 months as company president, 
plus $88,000 per year for 10 years as sev- 
erance pay, for a total of $1 million. 


Gibson himself confirmed the million- 


dollar settlement to reporters last 
Friday and said he would explain his sit- 
uation at an appropriate time. 


Gibson had been selected to replace 


John C. Sawhill as Federal Energy Ad- 
ministrator after the President ac- 
cepted SawhilPs resignation, as re- 
quested by Morton. 


Sawhill has remained on the job pend- 


ing the confirmation of his successor, 
and the President has said he may get 
another government job. 


A White House spokesman said Mon- 


day the Ford administration had known- 
before Gibson was selected that he had a 
severance agreement with Interstate, 
but did not know how much money it 
provided. 


Federal fund impoundment challenged 


WASHINGTON (AP) - The cities of 


New York and Detroit and an environ- 
mental group are trying to persuade the 
Supreme Court that former President 
Richard M. Nixon exceeded his powers 
in impounding funds voted by Congress. 


The cases, which were to be argued 


today, involve challenges to the im- 
poundment of $9 billion of federal funds 
authorized for sewage treatment plants. 


The cases are the first to reach the Su- 


preme Court out of several in which 
lower federal courts ruled against the 
Nixon administration's impoundment 
policies. 


Those policies aroused strong criti- 


cism in Congress during Nixon's presi- 
dency and were mentioned, although not 
formally proposed, as possible grounds 
for impeachment. 


Earlier this year, Congress passed 


^legislation forbidding a president from. 


withholding funds without first obtain- 
ing congressional authority. 


In signing the act on July 12, Nixon 


said he hoped its provisions "will be 
simplified if the requirements imposed 
by them prove to be restrictive." 


President Ford has asked for congres- 


sional authority under the act several 
times and has not indicated he thinks it 
is too restrictive. 


The new law does not affect the im- 


poundment of the sewage treatment 
funds or other impoundments made be- 
fore it was enacted. 


With respect to these, the court has 


been told in a brief, "the harm has al- 
ready been done ... and can only be rec- 
tified by judicial decision." 


In a bill passed over Nixon's veto, 


Congress authorized $18 billion for 
grants for local waste treatment plants 
in fiscal years 1973 through 1975. Nixon 
directed the Environmental Protection 


Agency to allot only $9 billion to the 
states. 


The two cities argue that the adminis- 


tration had no authority to withhold al- 
lotments once the funds had been voted 
by Congress. 


Campaign Clean Water, a Virginia en-' 


vironmental group, concedes some such 
authority but argues that "Congress did 
not override a presidential veto in order 
to permit the (EPA) administrator to 
defeat administratively that which the 
executive had been unable to defeat leg- 
islatively." 


Government attorneys contend that 


Congress intended that the adminis- 
tration to be able to withhold the funds. 


They cite a statement made during 


congressional debate by Ford, then the 
House Republican leader, that "the lan- 
guage is not a mandatory requirement 
for full obligation and expenditure up to 
the authorization figure." 
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mass killings. Quite the contrary. 


To a considerable extent the two decisions can be regarded 


as a sort of wrapping up of the whole dreadful Vietnamese 
experience, li was almost as if the two judges, acting quite 
independently, were saying that the country had gone

rors. The decisions somehow seem to be in keeping with the 
new look our nation is taking after Richard Nixon's resigna- 
tion. 


Yet Americans should never forget the appalling inci- 


dents. The individual guardsmen and Lieutenant Galley, the 
demonstrating students and the completely bewildered Viet- 
namese women and children were not really to. blame. But 
higher officers in Vietnam and the National Guard were. 
Perhaps Governor James Rhodes of Ohio was. Perhaps 
President Lyndon Johnson was. The failure of responsible 
leadership led to the killings and the sufferings of victims 
and perpetrators alike and their families. 


It's a bitter lesson and one the nation dare not forget. 


Ford trip to South Korea 


President Ford's first major foreign trip—he took only a 


brief sojourn into Mexico since moving into the White 
House—has already become a subject of controversy. The 
President's proposed meeting with Soviet leader Brezhnev 
in Vladivostock is not causing as much trouble as his plans to 
visit South Korea. 


Ever since it gained independence after the end of World 


War II, South Korea's government has borne a dictatorial 
stamp. Syngman Rhee, strong man and national hero, was 
finally forced to resign after the United Nations truce in a 
most emotional conflict. 


The United States made the same mistake toward South 


Korea that it has toward many other nations with completeXv 
different social and government traditions from our own. ft 
pictured the country as a little United States, its people com- 
pletely in favor of our version of democracy, its leadership 
all civil rights enthusiasts. As it became clear that the gov- 
ernment had some quite un-American, high-handed meth- 
ods, that political prisons were common and that North 
Korea was making economic strides, our government be- 
came disillusioned. Did all those Americans die in the 
United Nations forces for just another Oriental dictator? 
Were we being conned into keeping 50,000 American troops 
in Seoul? 


President Ford's visit is now being criticized because it 


might set a stamp of approval upon what is obviously the 
strong man rule of General Park. It is particularly unfortu- 
nate at present, critics argue, because of the religious"dis- 
sension, especially among Korean Roman Catholics. 


Yet it appears that realistic appraisal of regimes of other 


nations would be a step toward international maturity on the 
part of Americans. 


All too often we adopt an either/or attitude that makes for 


embarrassment. When a leader we are supporting clamps 
down on political opponents, Washington officials pretend 
that it isn't so. Thus we had ridiculous defenses of the vari- 
ous regimes in Saigon and this confusion led to the debacle of 
our involvement there. 


A government need not necessarily be completely pure to 


merit our help. Decisions often have to be made on compari- 
son with alternatives. 


President Ford's visit to Seoul may be justified, even un- 


der the current unpleasant conditions. But he should take 
care not to point to President Park as the epitome of liberal 
democratic leadership. 


Land reform has limits 


Land reform remains a major aim of many under- 


developed nations. Economic gaps between the rich and the 
poor are still a primary problem. Does the one help solve the 
other? Not completely. 


Under its military socialist government. Peru in recent 


years has carried out one of the most extensive agrarian re- 
forms in all of Latin America. More gradually done than in 
Chile under former President Aliende or in Castro's Cuba. 
Peru's program has not experienced production drops and 
massive inefficiency. In fact, contrary to capitalistic warn- 
ings, production at Peru's sugar plantations and refineries 
has improved. 


But all is not sweetness and light among what the Peru- 


vian government is now calling the cooperative "nouveau 
nche". Now that they have nice incomes, television sets, au- 
tomobiles and motorcycles, the once-deprived cooperative 
members have no intention of sharing with the Indian com- 
munities. 


A few weeks ago Peruvian newspapers-now government 


control led-reported that peasant groups had accused the 
cooperatives of exploiting them. Sure enough, cooperative 
management conceded that they did hire outside workers to 
do heavy, unpleasant menial work such as sweeping irriga- 
tion canals, just the way the old capitalists did. "Our own 
workers have become overqualified to do that sort of job," a 
manager explained loftily. "Besides we pav the outside help 
the legal minimum wages." 


Cooperatives have become exclusive, with entrance gates 


and uniformed guards. Some observers grumble that it's 
getting to be just like the old days of remote olantations 
worked by serfs. 


It isn't that bad. But sharing the wealth is never popular 


with the wealthy. As more and more people come to feel they 
are among the privileged, it's harder than ever to let the 
very poor get much of a break. 


There really isn't much to say about the elec- 


tion that was not said in anticipation. However, 
the consequences of the overwhelming Demo- 
cratic victory are clouding a number of crystal 
balls. It could be an omen of a great triumph in 
1976. 
returning the Democrats to the White 


House. On the other hand, it could be Richard 
Nixon's revenge. 


The essential problem lies in the nature of 


Congress, which is a collective noun, not a cohe- 
sive institution. To put it differently. Congress 
has a superb talent for wrecking operations. But 
wnen it comes to creating something, the legis- 
lators are simply (except under extraordinary 
circumstances) incompetent. Since the nation 
was started, it has been the president's job to 
serve, With the ball in its court, the legislature 
can then crank up and send the proposal off to a 
committee, which in turn sends it to a subcom- 
mittee. If money is involved, as it usually is, the 
presidential project has to go through'two la- 
byrinths in each House. 


Occasionally you get efficient party lead- 


ership in Congress capable of initiative vis-a-vis 
the president. This was the case in the 1950s, 
when Speaker Sam Rayburn and Senate Major- 
ity Leader Lyndon Johnson ran a couple of tight 
ships. But the day Johnson took the veil as vice 
president, the Senate heaved a collective sigh of 
relief and settled down to a peaceful life with 
Mike Mansfield. In fairness to the Montana sen- 
ator, one of his convictions is that the Senate 


should not be whipped into line: He is able and 
active, but refuses to put the arm on a recalcit- 
rant colleague. 


On the House side, the death of Rayburn put 


John McCormack into the speaker's" chair. In 
my judgment. McCormack's talents have been 
grossly underestimated. He may not have been a 
Rayburn. but by comparison with gentle Carl 
Albert he looks, in retrospect, like Napoleon. To 
summarize, the enormous Democratic major- 
ities that will mass in both houses next January 
will be virtually leaderless. 


Moreover, it "is an odd truth that party disci- 


pline is easier to maintain on a small majority 
than a big one. The huge majorities that rode in 
on Franklin D. Roosevelt's coattails in 1936 soon 
degenerated into squabbling factions. The Re- 
publicans, confronted by Roosevelt's 1937 "Su- 
preme Court Packing" proposal, made a delib- 
erate decision to lie low and let the Democrats 
kill each other. It worked like a charm. 


If we look at the type of Democrats who were 


elected this time, we find that they are liberal 
and action-oriented. The Conservative Coalition 
took it on the chin, and Congress should be 
"vetoproof." The last time this happened was in 
1964. and the inhabitant of the White House was 
delighted — he wasn't worried about getting his 
vetoes sustained, but in passing progressive leg- 
islation. Today, however, we have a conserva- 
tive President with two years in which to clobber 
the Democrats for not, say, solving inflation. 


I don't think Ford has "the foggiest notion of 


what to do about the economy. He is not alone in 


this, but he is going to be sitting there, batting 
down various congressional measures on the 
ground that they will make ths situation worse. 
Congress will override his vetoes, but in the col- 
lective political consciousness of the American 
people the Democrats will be in the cross hairs. 
If inflation increases (as I'm afraid it will), 
Ford will be in the position in 1976 of saying, 
"Look friends, you sent me this bunch of im- 
practical dreamers. What have they done? Is 
food cheaper? Are homes being built? This time 
give me a Congress I can work with." 


This is what I call the "Nixon's Revenge" sce- 


nario. Of course there is a historical antecedent 
for it: Harry Truman's 1948 campaign against 
the "Do-Nothing Congress" — the American 
people heaved their Tories out with great expec- 
tations. Which brings us back full circle: Can 
Congress become more than a society of kibit- 
zers? 


On the optimistic side, for the first time in 


ages this election turned up, particularly at the 
state level, some interesting new faces. One rea- 
son the Democrats have been drawing so much 
national leadership from the Senate has been an 
acute shortage of Democratic governors in ma- 
jor states. Hopefully now the leadership base 
will be broadened, the party rejuvenated, and 
the momentum of 1974 carried on through 1976. 
The taste of success is sweet and often leads to a 
remarkable spirit of compromise, a cessation of 
fratricide. The Democrats, in short, may be- 
come a political party instead of a tribe of can- 
nibals. 
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In the wake of the Democratic sweep 


last week, good government now re- 
quires an uncelebrated — if not alto- 
gether unprecedented—style of presi- 
dential leadership. As luck would have 
it, President Ford seems temperamen- 
tally well-suited to play the conciliating 
role which circumstances now demand. 


The real question is whether he can 


develop around him the right team for 
the changed conditions. For, indepen- 
dent of any personal merit, the new po- 
litical conditions demand that most of 
the Nixon holdovers in the White House 
and the Cabinet now get out. 


By a tradition so strong as to exclude 


almost any other brand of leadership, 
the American presidency is supposed to 
feature active mastery over events and 
men by individual force and will. The 
high spots tell the whole story. There is 
Abraham Lincoln in the long watches of 
the night; Theodore Roosevelt and 
Wood row Wilson preaching a political 
gospel; Franklin Roosevelt rising from 
the wheelchair with his chin out; Harry 
Truman and "the buck stops here;" 
Lyndon Johnson twisting congressional 
arms with a vengeance. 


But that kind of presidency is now im- 


possible. Even if former President 
Nixon's example had not given it a bad 
name, Gerald Ford, having come to of- 
fice without the mandate of election, 
would have had trouble asserting pow- 
erful personal authority. Now the Demo- 
cratic sweep provides the clincher. 


The Democratic leaders believe they 


have a mandate to show the way in 
meeting the country's basic problems. 
Their belief is felt in spades by the 
young Democrats coming into the House 
and the Senate. The new officeholders 
are not kidding. They mean to do some- 
thing about inflation and recession and 
oil profits and politics-as-usual. 


The Republicans also have an obvious 


role to play, particularly in the critical 
matter of formulating a new role be- 
tween government and business. So 
what is required is give and take. In- 
stead of constantly asserting the presi- 
dential prercsa::ve. Ford will have w<3o 
most of his work in behmd-the-scene 
sessions with the Democrats. If he 
wants them ro be responsible, he will 
have to let them take some — and maybe 
even most — of the credit for what is 
achieved. 


Ford himself seems tailor-made for 


that role. He is not the kind of ego freak 
who has to sit at the head of every ta- 
ble. He is not burning with some mes- 
sage to communicate to the world and 
the American people. Long years as mi- 
nority leader in the House "have accus- 
tomed him to working out compromises 
with Democrats. He has taken the Re- 
publican defeat in good pan, and he 
made just the right moves in arranging, 
on the day after the election, a meeting 
with Senate majority leader Mike Mans- 
field. 


But many of the men left over from 


the Nixon Administration are going to 
make it hard for the President to play 
the game by the new rules. Roy Ash. the 
holdover budget director, is suspected 
by Democrats in Congress as being a 


Nixon tool who plays tricks with num- 
bers. 


William Timmons, who has been held 


over as White House liaison man with 
Congress, brings bad memories to Dem- 
ocrats and Republican liberals. Kenneth 
Cole, the head of the Domestic Council, 
and, indeed, the whole council, are 
souvenirs of the time when the White 
House spied on other agencies and de- 
partments in the government. 


The Cabinet is in even worse shape. 


Attorney General William Saxbe, Agri- 
culture Secretary Earl Butz and Labor 
Secretary Peter Brennan make many 
Democrats positively foam at the 
mouth. Treasury Secretary William Si- 
mon is suspect because of "his Hard line 
on the budget and his flair for personal 
publicity. Neither is there any great 
Democratic confidence in Secretary of 


Commerce Frederick Dent and Secre- 
tary of Transportation Claude Brinegar. 
All of these men ought to pull stakes 
quickly, and they can do it without any 
feeling of hurt vanity.

a prepared statement, "It is not beyond 
the realm of conjecture" that a jnry 
might have convicted Schmidt of man- 
slaughter after reviewing the detailed 
mental report. That report, .the result of 
two psychiatrists' examinations of 
Schmidt in the Winnebago County jail, 
gave credence to Mack's assessment of 
a potential trial result. 


Dated Oct. 13, the report, part of 


which was read into the record, con-

Yule tree 
cutting must 
be approved 


WAUPACA - With the Christmas 


season only six weeks away, Wau- 
paca County forest ranger Richard 
Walkush reminds residents of regu- 
lations for cutting and transporting 
Christmas trees. 


There are no unowned trees in the 


state, and it is against the law for 
any person to cut Christmas trees 
without first having secured a bill of 
sale or written permission from the 
landowner, the ranger said. Anyone 
caught stealing a Christmas tree 
will be subject to arrest. 


Under Wisconsin Statutes 26.03, 


anyone cutting Christmas trees, or 
causing them to be cut, from his 
own land or the land of another, 
must file in person or by mail a cut- 
ting notice with the county clerk in 
the county in which the trees are 
cut. The notice must contain the le- 
gal description of the land from 
which the trees are cut,. The legal 
description can be found on the 
landowner's tax receipt. Penalties 
for violating the law range from $10- 
$100 for each violation. 


Anyone transporting a commer- 


cial load of trees, branches, or 
boughs (seven or more trees) out of 
the county in which they are cut is 
required by law to have a Christmas 
tree dealer's license. A license may 
be purchased from most Depart- 
ment of Natural Resources offices 
and many of the county clerks, in- 
cluding the Wai'oaca Countv clerk.

session when several people who had 
wanted to appear could not be present 
early in the evening and the hearing was 
reopened when they arrived. 


Paul Trigg, representing the Appleton 


Taxpayers Association, questioned 
county funding of the Big Brothers pro- 
gram and also questioned the need to 
buy additional land at the Fox Valley 
Center in order to construct a gymna- 
sium. He did not elaborate on either 
point. 


The association also called for estab- 


lishing a policy on conference and semi- 
nar expenditures.

Opinion divided on how workload 
of judges should be apportioned

Judges in Outagamie County and the 


dozen persons who attended a public 
hearing Monday were divided over how 
court duty should be apportioned next 
year. 


At issue appeared to be which judge 


would get divorce work and what work 
would be assigned to County Judge Ur- 
ban P. Van Susteren. 


When the county's first Family Court 


began operation Jan. 1, 1973, the judges 
agreed to seek input on its effectiveness 
after two years. 


Judge R. Thomas Cane handles all 


Family Court matters, including juve- 
nile cases, divorce, paternity suits, 
adoptions and nonsupport. Juvenile and 
divorce cases comprise about 75 per 
cent of his court load. Van Susteren has 
probate, small claims and upper branch 
civil cases (involving more than $500). 
Judge Nick F. Schaefer has all initial 
criminal and traffic appearances. Van 
Susteren and Cane get some of the over- 
flow from Schaefer's court. 


However the caseload is divided after 


Jan. 1, it was agreed that Schaefer will 
need continued assistance from the 
other county judges because his work- 
load continues to spiral. 


Experience has shown, Cane ex- 


plained, that it's not necessary to have 
one judge handling all family-related 
matters, although at times it lends to 
consistency in judgments. 


But, Cane said, he and Van Susteren 


have made much the same judgments, 
relating to such things as property set- 
tlements and custody, in divorce cases. 


The judges had anticipated that Cane 


and Van Susteren would merely swap 
duties starting Jan. 1. Van Susteren 
would then get Family Court, but would 
keep probate which, under state statute, 
must be in County Court Branch 1. 
i Cane would get small claims and up- 


per branch civil cases and would spend 
one day a week on cases that would oth- 
erwise go to Schaefer. 


Circuit Court Judge Gordon Myse said 


he favored that plan. 


Some persons invited to the hearing 


said that would be the best plan but they 
didn't want Van Susteren getting juve- 
nile cases. 


Ann Long, a member of the county's 


Board of Social Services and the League 
of Women Voters, didn't like the idea of 
divorce work going back to Van Suste- 
ren because he doesn't seek outside 
opinions in making his judgments. 


Cane often asks social workers for 


studies before making custody decisions 
in divorce actions. Van Susteren has in- 
dicated he doesn't need opinions from 
social workers. 


Van Susteren said he handled divorce 


work for eight years. He called it "the 
most burdensome work a judge has." 


There's little clear-cut law in divorce 


cases, he said. "It's a matter of deciding 
good guys and bad guys day after day 
after day. It's stultifying." 


"The damn divorce work" seems to be 


what's causing problems in equitably 
dividing the workload, Van Susteren 
said. 


He also believed Myse should share in 


the workload division with the county 
judges and he charged that part of the 
problem can be traced to Myse sitting in 
courts outside his circuit. 


Van Susteren said that Myse has pre- 


sided in more than 80 outside cases dur- 
ing the two years he has been .Circuit 
Court judge here. Some of them were 
major, time-consuming cases, Van Sus- 
teren said. 


He didn't think it was fair for Myse to 


accept such cases and not take more 
work in Outagamie County. 


Myse said it wouldn't be fair for him 


to turn down outside-the-circuit assign- 
sments from the state court adminis- 


trator when other judges sometimes 
have to preside in his court. Substitution 
of circuit judges sometimes is re- 
quested by parties involved in court ac- 
tions. 


Myse said about 50 cases have been 


assigned to outside judges here. 


Van Susteren proposed that divorce 


work be divided between his, Cane's and 
Myse's courts. 


"I'm up to my ears now," Myse re-

Johnson said, there was no reason that 
the enrollment should not be at the 1,000 
level on a regular basis. There are now 
702 students. "The facilities are now at 
capacity," Johnson said. He said the 
buildings were originally planned for 
450 students. 


A number of supervisors questioned 


the future of the center, particularly in 
view of declining enrollment at the Uni- 
versity of Wisconsin-Oshkosh and ru- 
mors that the UW center system may be 
phased out. 


Johnson said Oshkosh's enrollment 


decline could probably be attributed to 
the economic conditions and the /fact 
that more high school graduates are at- 
tending vocational and technical 
schools. 


The latter point was one which he said 


concerned him because of the higher 
cost to the taxpayer. He noted that stu- 
dents attending the Fox Valley Center 
pay nearly $500 a year in tuition, while 
those attending vocational and technical 
schools do not pay any. 


Johnson said the board of regents is 


on record to continue the centers and he 
questioned whether politically the state 
would want to pull out on the invest- 
ments made in the 14 centers around the 
state. 


Johnson conceded that it would be 


possible to build a gymnasium on exist- 
ing center land by using either the soc- 
cor field, parking lot or front lawn.

Create new U.S.-Greek problems 


The Oct. 7 meeting was summarized

Copies of that 
memo have found their way to the Greek 
government in Athens and Democratic 
Congressmen in Washington, creating 
new U.S.-Greek problems and perhaps 
inadvertently making possible leftist 
gams m the Greek elections which Mr. 
Ford seeks to avoid. 


Trying urgently to alert the Arch- 


bishop to dangers in the Mediterranean, 
Mr. Ford appraised southern Europe in 
language usually reserved for intimate 
aides. According to the lakovos memo- 
randum (translated from the Greek), 
Mr. Ford said: 


"Only we can help the Greeks because 


only we are in a position to exercise 
pressure on Turkey. I would like to tell 
you that we want and we must keep 
Greece as our friend. Don't you see the 
situation in the Mediterranean? Yes- 
terday Portugal, Italy today, and the 
day after tomorrow possibly Spain, will 
put us face to face with the strong pres- 
ence of Communism in an area which up 
to some time ago we were controlling 
with our allies in NATO." 


'Pretty dismal picture' 


The precise accuracy of those words 


could not be authenticated. But we es- 
tablished absolutely that Mr. Ford re- 
ferred to a "pretty dismal picture" in 
the Mediterranean, adjacent to the 
Mideast "tinder-box." 


The Archbishop, according to those 


present, pleaded with the President for 
help to calm Greek-Americans. He com- 
plained that his communicants no 
longer listened to him and that the past 
few months had been the first unhappy 
period during 15 years as archbishop. 
His own memo has him requesting a 
presidential statement on Cyprus to 
help in "pacifying my flock." 


Kissinger replied he had been asked 


by Greek coalition government lead- 
ers—Prime Minister'Constantine Cara- 
manlis (conservative) and Foreign Min- 
ister George Mavros (liberal) —not to 
make any announcement before the 
elections that would portray the U.S. as 
Greece's patron. 


"Both of them, Messrs. Mavros and 


Caramanlis, do not want us to make any 


announcement before the elections even 
if we achieve favorable concessions for 
Greece on the part of Turkey," the lak- 
ovos memo quotes Kissinger. "Ob- 
viously, Messrs. Caramanlis and Mav- 
ros are afraid of being accused as 
friends of America and then there is 
fear of losing the elections." 


Don't want leftist leader 


Specifically, the memorandum dis- 


patched to Caramanlis expresses U.S. 
fear that premature statements could 
bring election gains by leftist leader An- 
dreas Papandreou. "I do repeat that we- 
want to help Grpece and particularly 
Mr. Caramanlis because according to 
our information the movement around 
Papandreou is strong and disturbing," 
it quotes Kissinger. "We do not wish at 
all to see Papandreou governing Greece 
because this would mean subjecting 
Greece to Communist power." 


While generally confirming 
the 


memorandum, lakovos denied to us that 
Papandreou's name was mentioned. Ad- 
ministration sources neither confirm 
nor deny it but do report Kissinger as 
expressing at the meeting his interest in 
preventing a left or Communist Greek 
government. 


What may help the Greek left inad- 


vertently is the Archbishop's report of 
Caramanlis and Mavros making back- 
stage deals with Washington. Mavros, 
reached by telephone in Athens, told us 
the reported Kissinger statement "is 
absolutely untrue." An aide to Cara- 
manlis told us from Athens the Prime 
Minister called it "entirely untrue." 


'Man of good intentions' 


The Archbishop's memorandum con- 


cludes with this critique of Mr, Ford: " 1 
think he is a good man of good intentions 
but too weak to take a position by him- 
self." Conversely, administration offi- 
cials, expecting a firebrand in lakovos, 
found him unimpressive and insecure. 


Caramanlis has had the Archbishop's 


report for weeks (though lakovos told 
us he did not send the Prime Minister a 
copy). Furthermore, Elias Demetraco- 
poulos, the Washington-based Greek 
who lobbied hard against Turkish aid, 
last week briefed the House Foreign Af- 
fairs Committee staff on the memo- 
randum. Democratic Congressmen crit- 
ical of Ford's policies will soon be 
briefed themselves.

ation, which claims representation of

"Co-ops have some unique advantages

[he farm, m the city and among the 
poor." he said.

MADISON. Wis. (AP) - An agricul- 


tural economist for the University of 
Wisconsin-Extension says one out of ev- 
ery eight rural Wisconsin residents are 
living at or below poverty level. 


William Saupe of Ma'dison said the 


1974 poverty level for a rural family of 
four is an income of S3.650 for farm fam- 
ilies and $4,300 for non-farm families. 


He said the poverty level is lower for 


farm families than rural non-farm fami- 
lies because the cost of living is lower on 
a farm. 


Saupe said his studies show that 


250,000 rural Wisconsimtes, including 
11,000 farm families and 27,000 non- 
farm families, were at or below the pov- 
erty level. 


He said about 47 per cent of those liv- 


ing alone in-rural areas are poor. 


In addition, he said about 18 per cent 


oMVisconsin's rural population has a 
1974 income of no more than 125 per cent 
of the poverty levels. 


He said the highest percentage of ru- 


ral poor live in north central and south- 
western Wisconsin and the lowest per- 
centage in southeastern counties. 


He said about half of the state's farm- 


ers work at factory or other non-farm 
jobs to support their families, and pre- 
dicted that the number of poor could in- 
crease significantly and even more 
farmers could be forced to seek other 
work because of decreasing farm pri- 
ces. 


He said the poverty level for a family 


of four allows each person 24 cents per 
meal and $1.46 per day for all other liv- 
ing expenses-in other words, $1.80 per 
day per person.

of ignored us." Miss Morrison said.

Brazil and the 
United States announced early in the 
meeting that they would abstain. Cuba's 
supporters kept saying they were sure 
of victory until Monday: then Haiti and 
Guatemala announced they also would 
abstain because they felt Castro was 
still meddling in the domestic affairs of 
his neighbors. 


Brazil. Chile and Uruguay proposed a 


recess "until such a time as the situ- 
ation ripens a bit more." Diplomatic 
sources said they suggested another 
meeting in three months. 
. The repeal proposal's three sponsors 
asked the abstaining nations to try to 
draft a resolution satisfactory to them- 


selves which would still enable the sanc- 
tions to be lifted. But nothing could be 
worked out at a meeting Monday night. 


The OAS called on its members to 


break diplomatic and trade relations 
with Cuba in 1964 after finding Castro 
guilty of fomenting revolution in Vene- 
zuela. But the sanctions failed to bring 
down the Castro regime. More and more 
nations in the hemisphere have been 
moving toward normal relations with 
Havana, and Venezuela and its allies 
now contend that Castro is no longer 
d , 11 ij; U< i-Apui I ievolution to the rest of 
Latin America. 


The United States insisted on staying 


on the sidelines of the conference, win- 
ning the name of the Buddha of the 
Quito conference. This drew criticism 
from some of the Latin Americans, in- 
cluding Costa Rican Foreign Minister 
Gonzalo Facio. 


He said that when the United States 


"is interested in a formula, although its 
interest is not shared by the majority. 
they work with all the specific weight of 
a great power. However, in this case 
where there is an initiative by a major- 
ity of Latin American countries, they 
have taken an attitude of indifference 
that is so negative it is incomprehen- 
sible." 


"We're damned if we do and damned 


if we don't." one U.S. spokesman com- 
mented. "It's time the Latin Americans 
take their own positions without being 
led bv the hand."

day meeting at the White House with a 
delegation from the National Associ- 
ation of Wheat Growers headed by Ray 
Davis of Potter, Neb., association presi- 
dent. 


According to the

asked not to be identified, the group was 
told no decision had been made on how 
the administration will finally shape its 
world food reserve policy and that the 
idea of government-held stockpiles had 
not been ruled out. 


"The impression we got was that 


there is a possibility they (the adminis- 
tration) might go along with at least a 
small government-owned reserve," the 
source said. 


Agriculture Secretary Earl L. Butz, 


now in Rome as head of the U.S. delega- 
tion at the World Food Conference, has 
adamantly opposed all proposals for a 
major grain stockpile owned by the gov- 
ernment. The grain should be held by 
farmers and the private trade, Butz 
says. 


Frick is head of the department's Ag- 


ricultural Stabilization and Conserva- 
tion Service. Told of the report by wheat 
growers. Frick said he was not aware of 
any shift in administration policy as ex- 
pressed by Butz. 


The wheat delegation met Monday 


with Frick before a session at the White 
House with top-level economic and trade 
representatives.

to show up at the Kanawha County jail 
today to surrender to authorities for vio- 
lation of the compulsory attendance 
laws. 


State police said the two buses were
